Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  Urban  District  for  1967* 

The  Registrar  General  *s  estimate  of  the  mid— Year  population  for  I967  was 
28,470,  again  showing  a  marked  increase  of  l,l60  over  the  previous  Year* 


The  corrected  birth  and  death  rates  of  17* B  and  10*1  are  to  be  compared 
with  England  and  Y/ales,  which  are  17*2  and  11.2,  and  again  it  is  noted  that  over 
50^  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  those  over  75  years  of  age* 

There  were  11  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an  infant 
mortality  of  20*1.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18*3.  For  the  first  time 
for  many  years  it  must  be  observed  that  the  majority  of  the  deaths  occurred 
outside  the  neo-natal  period  and  were  not  due  to  developmental  abnormalities* 


There  were  313  notifications  of  infectious  disease,  of  which  279  were  due 
to  Measles.  The  single  case  of  Pood  Poisoning  was  admitted  to  Hospital  and  the 
vehicle  of  infection  was  never  detected.  The  5  cases  of  felaria  caused  conside3:*able 
anxiety  -  two  British  and  an  Indian  female  child  came  from  India  by  boat  "to  a 
felaria^-free  Port  in  East  Africa,  stopped  there  for  a  week  and  subsequently  flew 
to  Britain*  The  child  developed  a  papular  rash  and  the  three  patients  who  ^ 
presented  a  multiplicity  of  clinical  signs  were  eventually  proved  to  be  suffering 

from  Malaria  and  removed  to  Hospital. 

In  the  post-war  period,  916  houses  liave  been  dealt  v/ith  by  various  means  and 
since  1955,  when  the  Council  accepted  planned  slum  clearance,  898  houses  were 
dealt  with*  of  which  74O  have  been  demolished.  In  concurrence  with  this, 
improvement  schemes  were  approved  for  475  properties,  of  which  428  were  comple  e 
bv  the  end  of  the  Year.  The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  for  the  energy  they 
they  have  shown  in  dealing  with  such  a  large  proportion  of  unfit  and  sub-standard 

properties  in  their  Area* 
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The  routine  v/ork  of  the  Health  Department  has  been  carried  out  quietly  and 
efficiently  during  the  Year  and  I  must  here  pay  tribute  to  T/Er.  A*  Leslie,  your 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  v/ho  in  addition  to  his  statutory  duties  carries 
out  many  other  functions  Y/ith  a  public  health  and  v/elfare  connotation  on  behalf 
of  the  Council,

by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee#

1 •  Notifiable  Diseases  -  Incidence 

During  the  Year,  the  Department  received  515  notifications ^ of  cases  of 
notifiable  diseases,  as  occurring  in  the  lirban  District,  The  figures  or  previous 

Years  are  derailed  in  Table  VIII* 

The  incidence  of  these  notified  cases  in  each  Quarter  oi  the  Year  was  as 
follows  s- 

1st  Quarter  -  265;  2nd  Quarter  -  14?  5rd  Quarter  -  26;  4th  Quarter  -  10. 

The  main  causes  of  notification  were  -  279  cases  of  laeasles  and  15  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever. 

Of  the  279  cases  of  Measles  notified,  215  were  Children  under  School  Age, 
and  65  were  School  Children.  TViese  involved  9  Schools  in  the  District.  Tne 
rema,inin-g  case  was  a  Female,  aged  20  years. 

15  cases  of  ficarlet  fever  were  notified,  as  compared  with  58  cases  in  the 

previous  Year  and  P5  oases  in  1965.  01  tae&e  ip  o 

The  remaining  2  cases  were  both  Ivlales,  aged  19  and  20  jraars  respoctiiely. 

5  cases  of  /hooping  Co'ugh  were  notified  during  the  Year,  of  which  2  were 
Children  under  School  Age.  The  remaining  5  cases  were  ucnool  Children. 

The  sinr-'le  case  of  food  Poisoning  notified  was  a  female,  aged  25  years,  _ 
employed  as^  Housewife.  This  case  was  admitted  to  Hospital.  The  agent  causing 
this  outbreak  was  identified  as  Salmonella  Stanley. 

The  5  cases  of  Falaria  (contracted  abroad)  notified  during  the 
family  involving  a  Male,  aged  56  years;  a  female,  aged  p5  years  and  a  Chi _  g 
7  years.  All  these  ca- es  were  admitted  to  the  Joyce  Green  Hospital,  Dartfor  . 

One  case  of  Dysenxery  was  notified  and  this  was  in  connootion  with  a  child 
(Female)  aged  11  months. 

The  2  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  notified  were  ag-ed  18  and  26  years 
respectively.  The  latter  case  was  admitted  to  Hospital. 

Details  of  the  7  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  are  shown  in 
Tables  VI  and  IX.

County  Councillor  Mrs o  J®  Noble  has  once  again  very  kindly  supplied  the 
following  information  regarding  the  activities  and  services  of  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee,  for  the  benefit  of  the  elderly  residents  in  the  Urban 
District,  during  the  Year  under  review. 

”  This  Old  People’s  Y/elfare  Committee  has  novj  been  in  existence  for  sixteen 
years  and  each  passing  year  has  resulted  in  an  increasing  demand  upon  the 
services  available  for  Old  Eolk  in  the  Urban  District. 

The  number  of  Old  People  on  the  Committee’s  Register  at  the  end  of  I967 
was  -  582  c 

The  Night  Sitting  Service,  which  is  so  important  in  giving  relief  to  tired 
relatives  and  helpful  neighbours,  was  again  very  much  in  demand  and  44  nights 
were  covered  during  the  Year. 

The  Meals  on  Y/heels  Service  continued,  with  an  average  of  40  Meals  per 
week  being  provided.  In  this  connection  we  are  indebted  to  Ita.  Ashby  and 
her  Voluntary  Helpers  for  giving  their  services  to  distribute  these  Meals, 
which  are  looked  forv/ard  to  so  much  by  the  recipients,  and  also  to  the  Shell 
Company  and  to  Messrs.  BoY/aters  at  Kemsley,  for  their  continued 
interest  and  support  in  preparing  the  Meals. 

Mrs.  Vailiams  continued  to  run  the  Good  Companions  Tea  Centre.  This  is 
open  each  Friday  afternoon  and  an  average  of  15  Old  Folk  attended,  to  the 
obvious  pleasure  of  them  all. 

Mrs.  Newman  once  again  ran  the  Visiting  Service  for  the  Old  People’s 
Conmiittee  v^ith  the  support  of  her  willing  Band  of  100  Helpers.  Funds  rais.ed 
during  the  Year  made  it  possible  for  over  5)000  Eggs  to  be  distributed  to 
Old  Polk  at  Easter  and,  through  the  generosity  of  the  Congregational  Church, 
a  further  556  Eggs  were  distributed.  In  addition  to  this  work,  4o0  Old  People 
received  lo/-  at  Christmas  and  many  others  were  the  recipients  of  parcels  at 
the  same  time  of  the  Year.  The  sending  of  Christmas  and  Birthday  Cards 

continued  during  the  Year. 
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A  Party  was  arranged  for  our  house-bound  Old  Folk,  v/hen  Colonel  and 
LIrs»  Dean  kindly  placed  their  home  and  garden  at  our  disposal,  but  the  v;eather 
was  unkind  and  the  Party  eventually  took  place  in  the  Town  Hall,  when  65 
guests  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  refreshments  and  ontertainment  provided* 

Councillor  and  Mrs.  P.  Bishop  kindly  held  a  Cheese  and  Wine  Party  at  their 
home  to  raise  funds  for  the  provision  of  transport  for  some  of  our  more 
handicapped  Members  to  attend  Meetings,  and  this  Party  proved  to  be  a  great 
success • 

Mrs.  Knowler  very  kindly  organised  many  fund  raising  efforts  and  the 
result  of  the  Flag  Bay  was  most  encouraging. 

We  are  extremely  grateful  to  the  Boys  and  Girls  of  L'lany  Schools  in  the 
District  who  assisted  with  the  distribution  of  Leaflets  ’’Information  for  the 
Elderly”  to  all  houses  in  the  area,  and  we  are  particularly  thankful  to  the 
Grammar  School  Boys  and  Girls,  v/ho  have  helped  with  visiting  Old  Folk  to  do 
their  shopping,  tidy  their  gardens  and  to  read  to  them,  to  the  Girls  of 
East  Secondary  School  for  their  personal  efforts  to  provide  hot  water  bottles, 
and  to  the  Girls  of  the  Convent  of  The  Nativity  for  their  offer  of  help  in  the 
future. 

The  residential  homes  at  Blair  Park  in  Milton  Regis,  and  at  Waldene  in 
Sittingbourne ,  together  v/ith  the  Kent  County  Council  Residential  Hone  at 
Court  Regis  in  Milton,  all  for  Old  People  are  regularly  visited  by  our  helpers, 
and  it  is  good  to  report  that  the  three  Old  People’s  Clubs  in  the  Urban 
District  are  continuing  to  operate  and  provide  many  happy  hours  to  their 
Members .

S&NHARY  CIRCU?jigrAaCES  OF  THE  ABEA 


1.  Water  Sup-ply 

All  the  dwellings  (9,604)  within  the  Urban  District  are  supplied  from  the 
public  water  mains  of  the  MecSway  Yifater  Board* 

The  supply  has,  during  the  Year  under  review,  been  ade(3[uate  both  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

Forty- three  samples  of  water  (24  from  the  public  supply  and  19  from  private 
supplies)  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination* 

In  addition,  4  samples  (2  from  the  public  supply  and  2  from  a  private  supply) 
were  submitted  for  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.  These  samples 
were  satisfactory. 


'2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  Year,  extensions  of  the  Council’s  seweiage  system  were  carried 
out  to  serve  new  housing  development  within  the  Area. 

A  Scheme  was  prepared  during  the  Year  dealing  with  improve^  secondary 
treatment  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  together  with  the  ^provision  of  new 
pumping  equipment,  and  this  Scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Mnister. 

The  annual  treatment  against  Rodents  in  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  was 
carried  out  during  the  period  from  1st  to  25rd  May,  1967*  pcDison  Warfarin 

was  used.  The  results  obtained  indicated  that  the  incidence  of  infestation 
in  the  Authority’s  sewerage  system  was  low  and  the  position  generally  could  be 

considered  to  be  satisfactory. 


5.  Scavenging 

The  administration  of  the  Council's  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service 
is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council's  site  at  Milton. 
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4#  School  Sanitation 

The  sanitary  facilities  provided  at  the  Schools  have  been  maintained  in  a 
satisfactoiy  manner. 

The  standard  of  kitchen  hygiene  continues  at  a  high  level. 


5*  Public  Conveniences 


These  were  generally  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  few  complaints  received  with  regard  to  unsatisfactory  conditions  were, 
on  investigation,  found  to  be  due  to  the  misuse  of  the  conveniences  by  a  small 
but  persistent  minority.

The  reports  received  from  the  Public  Health  Laborator^r  indicated  that  satisfactory 
standards  of  purity  were  maintained  in  the  bath  water. 

The  total  number  of  bathers  using  the  pool  during  the  Year  was  81,611  as 
compared  with  7^  >436  in  I966. 

School  Swimming  Bath 

10  samples  of  the  bath  water  were  taken  from  the  small  open-air  swimming 
bath  at  a  School  situated  in  the  Urban  District  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

The  results  indicated  that  the  bath  water  was  maintained  in  a  generally 
satisfactory  condition. 


7*  Mortuary  Accommodation 

The  Mortuary  facilities  used  by  the  Council  accommodated  56  bodies  during  the 

Year.

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  is  on  the  whole  reasonable,  varying  between 
very  good  to  fair*  Every  effort  is  made  during  visits  to  food  premises  to 
promote  food  hygiene,  nevertheless  it  is  disappointing  to  find  that  some  food 
handlers  still  have  little  or  no  concept  of  the  importance  of  food  hygiene. 
Inspectors  have  constantly  to  drav/  attention  to  lapses  from  good  practice  v/hich 
seems  to  indicate  that  the  food  handlers  concerned  have  not  yet  achieved  the 
automatic  habit  of  handling  food  properly,  or  are  ignorant  of  the  potential 
dangers  which  may  arise  v;hen  there  is  a  lapse  in  food  handling  techniques* 

However,  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  Department  continues  to  have  a  good 
relationship  with  the  food  trade  generally  and  it  is  known  in  the  Trade  that  the 
Department  is  always  available  to  give  guidance  and  advice  on  difficulties  7/hich 
arise  from  time  to  time.

Another  case  concerned  a  girl  of  18  years  who  received  hand  injuries  as 
a  result  of  sitting  on  the  edge  of  a  moving  conveyor  and  placing  her  hand  on 
the  moving  belt,  the  hand  being  taken  under  the  delivery  area  at  the  top  of 
the  conveyor.  As  a  result  of  the  investigation  alterations  were  made  to  the 
top  of  the  conveyor  which  will  prevent  any  further  accident  of  a  similar  type. 

An  accident  resulting  to  a  53  year  old  woman,  in  which  she  received  a 
penetrating  woiond  of  the  abdomen,  would  not  have  occurred  if  she  had  been 
wearing  a  suitable  protective  apron. 

The  most  serious  accident  investigated  was  that  of  a  vroman  of  25  years 
who  was  operating  a.  check-out  point  at  a  supermarket  when  she  received  a 
severe  electrical  burn  of  the  thigh  and  leg.  In  spite  of  an  exhaustive 
examination  of  the  cash  register  no  apparent  defect  which  could  account  for 
the  injuries  was  discovered.  On  the  advice  of  their  electrical  consultants 
the  firm  concerned  had  an  additional  earth  fixed  on  each  of  the  cash  registers 
at  the  check-out  point.  The  injured  woman  made  a  good  recovery. 

The  fifth  accident  which  caused  damage  to  the  knee-cap  of  a  17  year  old 
hoy  v/as  caused  by  the  boy,  who  was  on  a  raised  loexling  bo.y,  over-balancing 
and  falling  on  to  the  concrete  floor  some  4  feet  belov/,

SEWERAGE  SYSI’EM  BT  SHORTLANPS  ROAD,  S H^T INGBOUPNE ,  AREA, 

It  has  been  known  for  a  considerable  time  that  when  the  area  bounded  by 
Murston  Road  in  the  east,  Shortlands  Road  in  the  north,  Shakespeare  Road  in 
the  west  and  Canterbury  Road  in  the  south,  was  developed  by  the  British  Land 
Co*  about  1880-1890,  the  method  of  disposal  for  sewage  was  by  the  connection 
of  the  several  house  drains  into  what  has  become  known  as  the  ‘'Land  Company’s 
drain” . 

Considerable  research  has  been  made  in  an  endeavour  to  obtain  plans 
showing  the  run  of  the  so-called  “Land  Company’s  drain*'  without  success.  So 
far  as  I  am  aware  there  are  none  in  existence. 

In  the  early  1900’s  the  Council  laid  a  system  of  sewers  connected  up  to 
the  sewage  works  of  that  time,  these  have  subsequently  been  connected  to  the 
present  sewage  works. 

?/ith  the  efflux  of  time  the  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  area  under 
discussion  have  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewerage  system*  Indeed 
this  was  encouraged  by  the  Council  for  when  the  sewers  were  laid  they  put 
in  connections  from  the  sewers  to  intercepting  chambers  in  the  footpaths  at 
their  own  expense  and  are  to  this  day  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of 
such  drains . 

Recently  when  the  Council  proposed  to  provide  a  storm  water  sewer  in 
connection  with  the  Murston  Road  development,  it  became  imperative  that\a 
close  investigation  should  be  made  v/ith  regard  to  the  "Land  Company’s  drain”. 

Such  investigation  h8.s  established  that  65  premises  are  connected  to 
the  "Land  Company’s  drain”.  It  has  also  been  found  at  some  point  in 
Shortlands  Road  a  connection  exists  between  a  surface  water  sewer  of  the 
Council  and  part  of  the  “Land  Company’s  drain”  carrying  foul  sewage  and 
further  that  the  "Land  Company’s  drain”,  which  runs  south  to  north  in 
Shakespeare  Road,  is  also  connected  to  a  Council  surface  v/ater  se?/er.  At 
the  junction  of  Thomas  Road  with  Harold  Road  an  overflow  from  a  section  of 
the  "Land  Company’s  drain”  running  down  Thoraas  Road  has  been  connected  by 
moans  of  an  overflow  into  the  Council  foul  sewer  in  Harold  Road.  A  section 
of  the  "Land  Company’s  drain”  known  to  run  in  East  Street  from  east  to  ¥\?est 
has  been  diverted  into  the  Coimcil’s  surface  water  sewer  in  Shakespeare  Road. 

It  is  quite  apparent  that  the  sewage  from  the  65  houses  mentioned  does 
not  reach  the  sewage  works  for  treatment  but  is  disposed  of  by  nieans  of  the 
surface  v/ater  sewerage  system  direct  to  the  Creek.

The  method  of  dealing  v/ith  the  sewage  from  the  individual  houses  is 
that  the  house  drains  are  connected  up  to  a  so-called  cesspool  ?;hich  is 
provided  ?;ith  an  overflow  pipe  v/hich  in  turn  is  connected  to  the  “Land 
Company’s  drain”.  This  cesspool  acts  in  fact  somewhat  like  a  septic  tank, 
the  solids  being  retained  and  broken  down  and  it  is  a  liquid  discharge  which 
overflows  into  the  ’’Land  Company’s  drain”,  except  for  three  premises  in 
Thomas  Road  where  it  is  known  that  solid  matter  is  discharged  direct  into 
the  ’’Land  Company’s  drain”,  v/hich  in  turn  finds  its  way  to  the  Creek  via 
the  Council’s  surface  v^ater  sewers. 

In  the  past  difficulties  have  been  experienced  with  overflowing  cesspools 
(usually  when  the  overflov^  pipe  became  blocked),  collapse  of  the  top  of  the 
cesspool  etc.  When  this  has  happened  the  opportunity  has  been  taken  to 
persuade  the  owner  or  ovmers  concerned  to  connect  up  to  the  Council’s  sewerage 
system.  In  a  few  cases,  at  the  Council’s  expense,  but  in  the  majority  of 
cases  at  the  owner’s  or  owners’  own  expense. 

Section  42,  Public  Health  Act,  195^,  states  that  ’’Where  any  premises 
ha,vo  a  drain  or  sewer  communicating  with  a  public  sewer  or  a  cesspool,  but 
tlmt  system  of  drainage,  though  sufficient  for  the  effectual  drainage  of  the 
premises,  is  not  ada,pted  to  the  general  sewerage  system  of  the  district,  or 
is  in  the  opinion  of  the  local  authority  otherwise  objectionable,  the 
authority  may  at  their  ov;n  expense  and  on  condition  that  they  first  provide 
in  a  position  equally  convenient  to  the  owner  of  the  premises  a  drain  or 
sev/er  equally  effectual  for  the  drainage  thereof  and  communicating  with  a 
public  sewer,  close  the  existing  drain  or  sewer  and  fill  up  the  cesspool, 
if  any,  and  do  any  work  necessary  for  that  purpose.” 

It  may  well  be  argued  that  the  system  of  drainage  provided  at  the  65 
houses  previously  mentioned  is  sufficient  for  the  effectual  drainage  of  the 
several  premises  but  is  not  in  accord  with  the  general  system  of  sev/erage  in 
the  district  and/or  is  otherwise  objectionable  in  that  the  cesspool  provided 
betv/een  the  house  drain  and  the  ’’Land  Company’s  drain”  is  liable  to  cause 
nuisance  and  further  that  in  an  urbanised  area  it  is  itself  objectionable. 
Further  it  is  knov;n  that  the  ’’Land  Company’s  drain”  is  open  jointed  and  that 
foul  sewage  from  the  latter  "drain”  is  passing  into  the  Council’s  surface 
water  sewers  and  thence,  v\/ithout  treatment,  into  the  Creek. 

No  detailed  estimate  has  been  obtained  as  to  the  cost  of  connecting  the 
drainage  systems  of  the  65  houses  to  the  Council’s  existing  sewers,  but 
estimates  were  recently  obtained  for  the  connection  of  three  of  the  houses 
and  they  averaged  £80  per  house.  The  cost  will  vary  between  £60  to  £80  per 
dwelling  according  to  the  work  necessary. 
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It  would  seem  that  the  Council  should  give  consideration  to  the 
following  matters 

(1)  Is  the  system  referred  to  for  the  65  houses  sufficient  for  the  effectual 
drainage  of  the  premises. 

(2)  Whether  the  system  is  adapted  to  the  general  sewerage  system  of  the 
district  or  is  otherwise  objectionable. 

If  the  answer  is  in  the  affirmative,  a  decision  will  be  required  as  to 
whether  the  Council  wish  to  operate  the  provisions  of  Section  42,  Public 
Health  Act,  1956* 

In  my  view,  it  will  be  necessary,  even  if  the  65  houses  are  connected 
to  the  Coimcil’s  existing  sewers  to  leave  in  situ  the  ’’Land  Company’s  drain” 
because  there  can  be  no  absolute  guarantee  that  every  connection  to  such 
drain  has  been  traced.

REPORT  OF  THE  S^'AmRDS  OF  HOUSING  FH'KESS  SUB-COMmTEE 

OF  THE  m^RAL  HOUSING  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


The  Piinister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  for^varded  the  above 
mentioned  report  for  the  infoimiation  of  the  Council, 

The  report  surveys  a  wide  range  of  problems  affecting  older  houses  and 
their  environment.  It  includes  recommendations  on  standards,  and  proposals 
for  making  better  use  of  houses  which  are  worth  retaining  and  for  clearing 
imfit  houses  more  quickly#  The  report  identifies  matters  which  call  for 
further  investigation  and  indicates  a  need  for  more  detailed  information 
adoout  the  condition  of  older  houses. 

The  IvUnister  is  now  studying  the  report  and  feels  that  local  authorities 
v\fill  wish  to  give  it  ca,reful  consideration#  In  due  course  he  intends  to 
consult  with  local  authority  interests  about  the  recommendations# 

In  a  report  of  this  nature  it  is  not  possible  to  deal  with  all  the  points 
made  by  the  Sub-Committee,  but  I  feel  it  important  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  certain  matters  which,  if  accepted  by  the  Government,  can  have 
repercussions  on  the  present  housing  position  within  the  Urban  District,  viz, 

(1)  The  need  for  a  comprehensive  a^pproach  to  the  problems  presented  by  older 
houses  and  a  coherent  pa/btem  of  standards.  More  research  is  needed  into 
the  criteria  for  achieving  the  most  economic  allocation  of  resources  between 
replacement  and  improvement# 

(2)  Effective  compulsion  is  needed  to  improve  and  maintain  the  better  rid 
houses  # 

(3)  Standards  can  be  ma,de  more  objective  than  at  present,  but  a  substantial 
element  of  judgement  must  remain#  To  serve  the  needs  of  those  who  apply  the 
standards,  the  view  is  expressed  that  standards  should  be  expressed  in  fairly 
broad  terms  and  expanded  by  explanatory  notes#  These  notes  should  be  made 
generally  available, 

(4)  Because  of  variations  in  the  size  and  character  of  the  problem,  some  local 
authorities  will  inevitably  be  dealing  with  houses  in  worse  condition  than 
those  being  tackled  by  other  authorities, 

(5)  Standards  are  recommended  for  a  satisfactory  dwelling  and  for  the 
improvement  of  dwellings  which  are  not  worth  bringing  up  to  the  full  standard 
but  which  must  stand  for  some  time#

Wew  standard  for  a  satisfactory  dwelling  - 

(a)  that  the  environmental  conditions  must  he  satis  factory^  ancl  that  the 

dwelling  should: 

(h)  be  in  a  stable  condition ?  in  a  good  state  of  repair  and  free  from  damp; 

(o)  be  satisfactorily  arranged  internally; 

(d)  have  adequate  natural  lighting  to  each  habitable  room  and  working 
kitchen; 

(e)  have  adequate  points  for  artificial  lighting  by  gas  or  electricity  in 
each  room,  staircase,  passage  and  cellar  in  use; 

(f)  be  provided  with  adequate  means  of  ventilation  throughout; 

(g)  have  a  suitably  located  and  satisfactory  internal  water  closet  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  occupants; 

(h)  have  a  fixed  bath  or  shower  in  an  adequately  ventilated  compartment, 
separate  from  any  habitable  room  or  kitchen; 

(i)  have  a  suitably  located  wash-hand  basin; 

(j)  have  an.  adequate  and  wholesome  supply  of  ?;ater  for  all  domestic  purposes 
with  both  hot  and  cold  water  provided  to  sink,  wash-hand  basin  and  bath 
or  shower; 

(k)  have  a  satisfactory  system  for  the  drainage  and  disposal  of  foul and  surface 
water; 

(l)  have  a  suitable  sink  and  impervious  draining  surface,  suitable  and 
adequately  ventilated  provision  for  storage  of  food,  and  either  a 
satisfactory  built-in  cooker  or  a  gas  or  electricity  comection  for  a 
cooker;  generally  the  disposition  of  these  facilities  should  make  the 
preparation  and  cooking  of  food  capable  of  being  carried  out  in  a 
convenient  and  hygienic  manner; 

(m)  have  adequate  provision  for  the  heating  of  living  rooms,  bedrooms  and 
the  kitchen; 

(n)  have  adequate  points  for  the  use  of  electric  applia^nces  where  an  electricity 
supply  is  reasonably  available; 

(o)  have  adequate  space  for  facilities  for  v/ashing  and  drying  clothes; 

(p)  have  proper  provision  for  storing  fuel  (where  required); 

(q)  have  satisfactory  provision  for  storing  refuse; 

(r)  have  a  satisfactory  access  to  all  doors  and  outbuildings; 
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and  that 

(s)  d?/ellings  in  blocks  of  five  or  more  storeys  should  be  served  by  a  lift 
where  it  is  physically  and  economically  practicable  to  provide  one# 

Alternative  standards 

The  ^  point  scale 

This  standard  it  is  suggested  would  apply  to  houses  Y/here  the  full 
standard  would  not  be  justified# 

(a)  a  fixed  bath  or  shower; 

(b)  a  wash-hand  basin; 

(c)  a  water  closet; 

(d)  a  food  store; 

(e)  a  hot  and  cold  water  supply  to  the  bath  or  shower,  wash-hand  basin  and 
to  a  sink. 

The  3  point  scale 

Where  the  5  point  level  of  improvement  is  not  practicable,  those 
facilities  for  which  reduced  standard  grant  is  now  available  should  be 
provided#  These  are: 

(a)  a  sink  with  hot  and  cold  v/ater  supply; 

(b)  a  water  closet; 

(o)  a  food  store# 

(6)  There  is  a  continuing  need  for  a  minimum  fitness  standard  and  it  is 

recommended  that  it  be  revised#  In  the  view  of  the  Sub-Committee  to  be 
habitable  a  dwelling  should :- 

(a)  be  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  repair; 

(b)  be  free  from  progressive  instability; 

(c)  be  substantially  free  from  damp; 

(d)  have  adequate  natural  lighting  to  each  habitable  room; 

(e)  be  provided  with  adequate  means  of  ventilation  throughout; 

(f)  have  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  water  laid  on  in  the  dwelling; 
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(g)  have  a  satisfactory  system  for  the  drainage  and  disposal  of  foul  and 
surface  water; 

(h)  have  a  suitably  located  and  satisfactory  sanitary  convenionce  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  occupants  j  with  access  under  permanont  cover; 

(i)  have  adequate  and  suitably  ventilated  provision  for  the  storage  of  food, 
a  suitable  sink  with  cold  water  supply  and  impervious  draining  surface, 
and  either  a  satisfactory  built-in  cooker  or  a  gas  or  electricity 
connection  for  a  cooker; 

( j )  be  free  from  internal  bad  arrangement ; 

(k)  have  a  satisfactory  installation  providing  adequate  artificial  lighting, 
by  gas  or  electricity  if  reasonably  available; 

and  a  dwelling  should  be  regarded  as  unfit  if  it  is  so  far  defective  in  respect 
of  any  one  of  these  natters  or  in  respect  of  any  combination  of  two  or  more 
such  matters,  that  it  is  not  reasonably  suitable  for  occupationc 

(7)  ihe  environment  in  which  houses  stand  is  as  important  to  living  conditions 
as  the  houses  themselves  and  must  be  taken  into  account  in  the  standards# 

(8)  It  is  recommended  that  local  authorities  should  have  a  duty  to  clear  hoaises 
Y/here  living  conditions  are  made  intolerable  by  bad  environmental  conditions. 

(9)  There  is  a  need  for  a  new  maintenance  standard  to  prevent  the  deterioration 
of  the  housing  stock.  It  is  accordingly  recommended  that  local  authorities 
should  be  given  the  necessary  powers  to  secure  proper  maintenance  of  all 
houses . 

(10)  Targets  should  be  set  for  getting  rid  of  all  those  houses  which  are  now 
unfit  by  the  present  standard. 

(11)  Local  authorities  must  also  look  ahead  to  plan  future  programmes  according 
to  the  prospects  for  the  houses  in  their  districts.  Targets  for  improvement 
programmes  should  be  approved  by  the  Minister. 

(12)  The  Sub-Committee  draw  attention  to  the  financial  difficulties  involved 
for  private  landlords  seeking  to  maintain  and  improve  low-rented  residential 
property  and  suggest  that  a  further  study  is  needed  of  the  problem  involved. 

(13)  If  improvement  is  to  be  compulsory,  the  existing  arrangements  for 
mandatory  grants  and  loans  will  need  extension.  Present  improvement 
legislation  should  be  reconsidered  and  revised. 
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(14)  In  order  to  carry  out  programmes  of  the  kind  outlined,  local  authorities 
and  the  Minister  will  need  more  information  than  has  been  collected  in  the 
past.  Local  authorities  should  be  required  to  collect  and  consider 
information  about  the  condition  of  all  houses.  It  is  suggested  that  more 
accurate  estimates  of  the  total  members  of  dwellings  involved  can  be 
obtained  by  the  use  of  sample  survey  techniques. 

(15)  The  Minister  should  consider  providing  an  advisory  service,  comparable 
to  his  other  professional  advisory  services,  to  assist  local  authorities  in 
assessing  housing  conditions.
